President’s Report 


Life of a President of 
Neerlandia 

Recently I have experienced 
a pressure, an increasing 
expectation that I am 
uncomfortable with. I fully 
understand that members 
appreciate it when I attend 
their club functions. I thank 
you for your invitations for 
birthday parties and for 
lunches, etc. However, I am running out of hours in a 
day to accept. Let me try to explain this to you. 

The role of the President is not only that of 
administering and being involved with the internal 
affairs of the club; but also the President is looked upon, 
as she should be, by the outside world as the official 
representative and a go-to” person for the club. 

These communications, invitations and requests, apart 
from those from club members, can be from business 
people, officials, town councilors, multi-cultural 
organizations, journalists - you name them, they call me. 
There are heaps of public relations and club 
representation responsibilities out there that the 
President could get involved with, but realistically it is 
beyond the hours in a day to accept all of these in 
addition to the internal traffic of the many phone calls, 
emails and other forms of communication that I receive 
each week. 



as yet unknown, these plans do not come to fruition, there 
has to be several Plan B‘s; and I am working on those too. 
More emails, more phone calls, more research and the 
preparation of yet more submissions. Because, that is 
what the members expect - and we try to deliver. 

All of this takes a lot of time and a lot of work. 

Behind the scenes of the club are emails, phone calls, 
meetings, maintenance of website, PR and currently, what 
really should be totally unnecessary, regular visits to 
collect outstanding membership payments, reminders of 
outstanding payments and the process thereof. There are 
also the chats with the members - to listen, to talk - to 
connect. 

A lot goes on behind the scenes and most members don’t 
realize that and I don’t expect you to realize all of this - it 
is my problem and often that of other Committee 
members too. I would however like to communicate to 
our members and for them to understand that your 
President currently spends a minimum of 28 hours a week 
doing Neerlandia related work and, quite frankly, that is 
an absurd amount of time for any volunteer. 

The committee members keep a close eye on the 
Neerlandia volunteers; we encourage them not to do more 
than they can do and/or want to do. Unfortunately your 
President is currently doing far more than that. 

So is there a solution? How to combine sanity and 
survival within and for the club? 


As President of Dutch Society Neerlandia it is my goal 
and my duty to guide the club and to oversee what is 
going on within the club - not only involved with the 
present, but also a driver to provide plans and strategies 
that will lead us towards a secure future. I believe that 
the primary role of your President is to have an umbrella 
function, which means that the President should not 
really be primarily involved in the day to day running of 
every aspect of club life. 

As President of Dutch Society Neerlandia it is my 
responsibility to guarantee a future for the club as laid 
out in the many conversations, presentations and 
President’s Reports to you in the past 18 months. 

Our proposed move to the Windmills requires an 
enormous amount of work: meetings, submissions, 
numbers and research. At the same time, life in the club 
continues and we, the Committee, want our members to 
enjoy the club experience with the services that they are 
used to. That is what you, the members, expect - and we 
try to deliver. 

We have every expectation that the plans that the 
membership has approved to move to the Windmills will 
be successfully concluded. However, if for some reason 


After two weeks back at the club, and after discussions 
with some of the committee members, it became apparent 
that we, the committee and the members, have to start the 
process of re-inventing Neerlandia.

2015 - September 2017; please don’t hesitate to come 
forward. 

And as a note: I will soon be away for 4 weeks; but it is 
not strictly a holiday. We will be flying to the UK to 
attend the youngest son’s wedding followed by a visit to 
the Netherlands. Barrie will stay in NL only for a few 
days while I will stay on to discuss and hopefully resolve 
important family matters with my sister and brother and 
with my parents. 

And although these are by far my most important current 
priorities, I will continue to work on things Neerlandia, 
but most of this will be behind the scenes.

Many of us in the Dutch 
Community already refer to 2016 as The Dirk Hartog 
year. 

Not only Dirk Hartog Island but also the Abrolhos Islands 
are well known in the Dutch trading history.

A visit to those islands, will give you the opportunity to 
experience a dramatic part of Dutch and Western 
Australian history. 

Do you know the story of The Batavia, the Dutch trading 
ship that was wrecked on a tiny island in the Abrolhos on 
her way to Batavia in Indonesia and which lead to 
perhaps the most gruesome incident in WA history? 
"Territory" is one of many books written on The Batavia 
and her unfortunate end on The Abrolhos Islands; and it 
is a very good read. 

Book .Review 

A priceless 16th century locket threads two riveting 
stories together in this saga set in and around Darwin, 

Australia’s ultimate frontier 
town. 

Commissioned by a Dutch 
noblewoman as a gift to present 
to her beloved on her arrival in 
the East Indies, the locket 
becomes a symbol of strength 
and inspiration for the woman as 
she struggles to survive the 
tragic wreck of the Batavia off 
the West Australian coast, and 
endure the hideous events that 
followed. 

By the time the survivors were 
rescued from one of the 
Abrolhos islands, on which they had sought shelter while 
their captain sailed away in the longboat for help, they 
were either speechless with horror or had been driven 
mad by the atrocities they had witnessed and been forced 
to commit by the bestial crew aflame with bloodlust. A 
young passenger resolves to escape and is given the 
locket as a good luck charm. It saves his life when he is 
discovered washed up on the mainland shore by a tribe of 
Aborigines, who take him in give him a new life. 

This legendary story of disaster and depravity is told in 
alternating chapters with the story of the Galloway 
family, station owners, and the story of Darwin itself, 
from the day it was bombed by Japanese fighter planes 
during WW2 and nearly flattened, to that extraordinary 
Christmas Day in 1974 when Darwin was again 
devastated by £ fury from the sky’: this time in the form of 
Cyclone Tracey.

We have some restructuring within the organisation going on, so that means some of the responsibilities of 
some office staff will change. 

The Board of Management makes sure that the office staff works efficiently and it is our responsibility to 
keep the organisation running within the Government guidelines and train our staff accordantly. 


The team here are all excited as we progress with the implemented changes from Dutch Aged Care to the 
new Cura In-Home Care brand. There's a bright new logo and stationery, along with easy to understand 
brochures. These are just part of our desire to expand our care to customers of other ethnic and cultural 
backgrounds. It's also part of making sure we align with the coming Federal Governments new Consumer 
Directed Care approach.

Important News for Dutch Passport Holders 


Important news concerning Netherlands 
passport applications 


Kingdom of Che Netherlands 


The Consulate-General of the Netherlands in Sydney 

The application process for Netherlands travel documents is changing 
worldwide. This will have consequences for Australia as well. As of 1 October 
2015, the Honorary Consulates in Adelaide, Brisbane, Melbourne and Perth and 
the Embassy in Canberra in Australia will no longer handle Netherlands passport 
- and visa applications. 

The following Honorary Consulates will be affected by these changes: 

... Adelaide, 

... Brisbane, 

... Melbourne and 
... Perth 



Furthermore, the Embassy in Canberra will no longer handle passport and visa applications either. 
This also accounts for visa applications by foreigners who wish to visit the Netherlands (Schengen 
area). As of 1 October 2015, passport applications can only be submitted at the Consulate-General 
in Sydney. 

For your convenience: 

In order to meet the needs of Netherlands nationals who would like to apply for a passport abroad, 
the following measures have been taken: 

... Netherlands passports of people who are 18 years and older are now valid for a period of 
10 years. This means that adults only need to renew their passports once every ten years. 

The following locations will now take your passport application as well: 

... All Netherlands Embassies abroad and some Consulates-General. 

... Amsterdam Schiphol Airport at the desk of the municipality of Haarlemmermeer in Departure 
Hall 1. It is open, by appointment, 7 days a week from 07.00 AM to 22.00 PM. (If you apply for a 
passport on arrival, you will be able to pick it up at a later date, for example when you leave the 
Netherlands). 

... At the following Netherlands municipalities: The Hague, Enschede, Maastricht, Montferland, 
Echt-Susteren, Oldambt, Bergen op Zoom and Bergeijk. 

Alternative possibility: Proof of Dutch Nationality 

If, for example, you are in possession of an Australian passport, you can also consider not to apply 
for a Dutch passport. Instead, you can apply for a ‘Proof of Netherlands Nationality’ (Bewijs van 
Nederlanderschap). This document confirms that you possess the Netherlands nationality, is valid 
for 10 years, and can be applied for at the Consulate-General in Sydney by mail or e-mail. The 
price for a declaration is €30. However, you cannot travel on this document.

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The Dirk Hartog Story 


Hungry for Hartog - The Story of the 
Landing 

On the 25 th October 1616,10 years after the Dutch 
VOC vessel ‘Duyfken’ constituted the first contact 
with the indigenous inhabitants of Australia near 
Mapoon in northern Queensland, an early 17th 
Century Dutch wooden hulled sailing ship, The 
Eendracht, appeared on the horizon off Shark Bay, 
Western Australia. 

Australia, a continent still undiscovered and 
unexplored, was about to experience the second 
recorded landfall by a European on Australian soil, 
the first European contact with Western Australia. 
A turning point in history was about to take place. 
The captain: Dirk Hartog. 

In 2016 it will be 400 years since Dirk Hartog set 
foot on Australian soil, a fascinating story of Dutch 
courage, bravery and determination. Leading up to 
the Dirk Hartog Celebrations in October 2016 
Neerlandia Magazine will publish a series of 
articles that will give you an insight in our 
intriguing Dutch history in Western Australia. In 
this issue: Dirk Hartog - The Story of the Landing. 
The Roaring Forties 

Captain Dirk Hartog was a thirty-five year-old 
former private merchant in the employ of the VOC 
(Dutch East India Company - Vereenigde 
Oostindische Compagnie, or VOC). His ship The 
Eendracht was on its way to 
Batavia (Jakarta, Indonesia) 
when after approximately two 
months at sea Hartog and the 
Eendracht unexpectedly 
sighted land — "various islands, which were, 
however, found uninhabited" —, at a latitude 
around 26° South. 

These islands and the nearby land were previously 
unknown to Europeans. Dirk Hartog landed at Cape 
Inscription near Shark Bay and unwittingly the 
Eendracht had become the second recorded 
European ship to visit the continent of Australia, 
having been preceded 10 years earlier by Willem 
Janszoon and the Duyfken when they sailed along 
and (briefly) landed on the western shores of the 
Cape York Peninsula. 

Hartog and crew made landfall on the island, now 
known as Dirk Hartog Island which lies off Shark 
Bay in Western Australia. This was to be the first 
recorded landing on the western coastline by a 
European. The island was uninhabited, and Hartog 
spent three days there, finding nothing of great 
interest or value to him or his company. Hartog 


decided that this 
island was not 
very good. 

Before departing 
on 27 October, 
Hartog left 
behind a pewter 
plate affixed to a 
post set in a rock 
cleft (now called Cape Inscription), upon which he 
had inscribed the following brief account of his visit: 
1616 On 25 October arrived the ship Eendracht, of 
Amsterdam: Supercargo Gilles Miebais of Liege, 
skipper Dirch Hatichs of Amsterdam, on 27 d[itt]o. 
she set sail again for Bantam. Deputy supercargo Jan 
Stins, upper steersman Pieter Doores of Bil. In the 
year 1616. 

For her maiden voyage on the open ocean, the 
Eendracht set sail on 23 January 1616 from the 
Dutch port of Texel in the company of several other 
VOC ships, on a trading venture bound for Batavia 
in the Dutch East Indies (the present-day Jakarta). 
Sailing down the west Africa coastline, the 
Eendracht became separated from the others in a 
horrible storm, and reached the Cape of Good Hope 
alone around August. She stayed there several 
weeks, until 27 August when Hartog decided to set 
out unaccompanied across the Indian Ocean towards 
their destination. 

Hartog's course across the Indian Ocean was a much 
more southerly one than the route usually followed 
by such voyages in that time. It made use of the 
prevailing westerly winds at those latitudes known 
as the "Roaring Forties", a route which had been 
pioneered a few years earlier by the Dutch navigator 
Hendrik Brouwer, who had noted it to be a faster 
way to reach Java. By this time, the VOC had 
instructed its captains to take advantage of this route, 
which could reduce the overall travelling time from 
Europe by a good six months. However, usually the 
intention was to change heading northwards at a 
more westerly longitude than the Eendracht was to 
do. Whether Hartog had intended to maintain such a 
southerly course for so long via this route, or was 
perhaps blown a little off course, is not clear, even to 
this day.

Venlo is a municipality and a 
city in the southeast of the 
Netherlands. It is situated in the 
province of Limburg, close to 
the German border and the Maas 
River (Meuse) runs through the 
town. 


It received city rights in 1343 and became a member of the Hanseatic 
League in 1375. 

In 2001, the former municipalities of Belfeld and Tegelen were 
merged with the municipality of Venlo. 

And on 1 January 2010, the former municipalities of Arcen en Velden, 
were also merged into the municipality of Venlo. 

Venlo these days is a city with a 100,000+ population.

History 

Roman and Celtic coins and remains of a Roman bridge across the 
river Meuse have been found in Venlo; it may have been the 
settlement known as Sablones on the Roman road connecting 
Maastricht with Xanten. Blerick, on the west bank, was known as 
Blariacum. 

Documents from the 9th century mention Venlo as a trading post; it 
developed into one of the more important ones in the Meuse-Rhine 
area. 

Because of its strategic importance, the city of Venlo was besieged 
several times. The most significant siege was that of 1702, carried out 
by Menno van Coehoorn.

Second World War 



Near the end of the war the city was severely damaged by 
bomb raids on the bridges at the end of the war. (13 
October - 19 November 1944) The Allied forces made 13 
attempts to destroy the bridges to cut the German supply 
lines and block a retreat of the German army across the 
river. These failed and it was the retreating German troops 
who in the end blew up the bridges in an attempt to stop 
the allied advance. However, allied forces liberated Venlo 
from the east, from inside Germany itself. 

About 300 people were killed due to those raids. The raids 
also cost Venlo a major part of its historical buildings. 
However, some old buildings, such as the city hall (the 
'Stadhuis') and the 'Romer' house, survived the war 


relatively unscathed. 


Culture, Entertainment and Achievements 

Carnaval called "Vastelaovend" occurs in February/March (6 weeks before Easter). 

Summer Park festivities called "Zomerparkfeest" are held in and around the main park of Venlo in 
August. A large podium is used for 4 days to cater for a wide ranging audience and festivities include 
live music, film, dance, art etc. 

In 2003 Venlo was awarded the title "Greenest city of Europe". 

In 2012 it hosted the Floriade, the world's largest horticultural exhibition. 

In 2013, Venlo has won the prestigious 'Best City Center of The Netherlands' award. It amazed the 
jury by all the investments which had been made over the last few years in the Maas Boulevard, the

Greenport Venlo 

Greenport Venlo is one of designated five 
Greenports in the Netherlands. It is the second 
largest concentration of horticulture in the 
Netherlands. Seen in conjunction with the 
neighbouring German region of Niederrhein 
(Lower Rhine), Greenport Venlo is even the largest 
in Europe. Together, the Greenport area Venlo and 
the agrocultural business area "Lower Rhine" in 
Germany, form a region where more than 30 
million of people live. This region is a unique and The 2012 Floriade at the Venlo Greenport 

has a vital international network of business, 

research, universities and politics. The cooperation revolves around stimulating innovation, creating an 
attractive working and living environment and integral regional development. This network offers broad 
chances and future possibilities to analyse, use and further develop the "green market", thus food, fresh and 
logistics markets. The aim is to provide an impulse for the economy of the region of North Limburg.

Romer House 

The Romer House is a late Gothic house built around 1521 at the corner of 
Kwartelenmarkt/Wijngaardstraat in Venlo. It is executed in brick with a gable and 
ornamental turrets. It was restored in 1938 and again after the war in 1950. 

Its name comes from the family of magistrates Romer of Venlo who lived there 
from the seventeenth century.
